Halpin’s Argument for Delay.

The Republican 
idea of the character of the candidate to 
be selected was a man well known to the

Mr. Halpin said that the Republicans 
had reached the conclusion that success 
would better be assured by the selection 
of a Democrat with the attributes he had 
outlined to head the ticket. He regretted 
that the conferences which had been held 
had not yet brought forth definite re- 
sults, but said that, judging from the 
newspaper editorials, postponement of 
definite action was recognized as the ex- 
ercise of no more than proper care and 
discrimination. : 

Mr. Halpin said that while he realized 
that the work of preparing their petitions 
Was a considerable task for those organi- 
zations which had to make their nomina- 
tions in that manner, they had until Oct. 
18 for filing them, and that left sufficient 
time for a short postponement of the con- | 
sideration of candidates, 

“The Republican Party,’ said Mr. Hal-

Cutting Calls for the Name. 

“So far as the Citizens’ Union dele- 
gates are concerned, they do not care |

name the man whom the Republicans | 


have in mind for the nomination, so that} 
we may judge for ourselves as to whether | 
or not he would be acceptable to our 
organization.”’ 

Mr. Halpin said that he was not at lib- 
erty to give the name of the man. Mr. 
Cutting thereupon suggested that a com-

Investments Through Bankers 
Necessary, Witnesses Say. 


THEY CONTROL THE FIELD 


More Testimony on the Necessity of 


Syndicates and Control of 


Trust Companies. 


With George F. Baker, President.of the 
First National Bank, and Treasurer Fred- 
erick Cromwell sf the Mutual Life Insur- 
ance Company, as his principal witnesses, 
Counsel Charles E. Hughes of the Insur- 
ance Investigating Committee yesterday 
got down to the fundamental question of 
the relations between the great insurance 
companies and the banking establish- 
ments. 

He spent nearly the entire day in inquir- 
ing into the relations of the Mutual Life 
with the banks and trust companies in 
which it is interested and into the bank- 


ing interests handling large issues of se- | 


curities, with a view to bringing out, first, 
whether these result in a greater profit to 
the insurance company than it would re- 
alize from operating itself, and, second, 
whether the ‘ncidental participation of in- 
Surance Trustees is or is not in conflict 
with their duties to their various institu- 
tions. 

Mr. Baker and Treasurer Cromwell unit- 
ed in saying that the insurance interests 


could not profitably obtain the securities | 


in the oper market without syndicate par- 
ticlpations, and that under present con- 
ditions it is out of the question for them 
to attempt to deal directly with railroad 
and other corporitions bringing out se- 
curities fit for insurance investments. 
Both men were of the opinion that the 
bankers are in control of the situation, 
not only as regards the large investment 
interests like the 
but also so far as the railroads are con- 
cerned, their argument being that present- 
day security issues are of such size that 
flotation through bankers is an essential 
of success. 

Mr. Cromwell was also examined at 
considerable length in the matter of the 
Mutual's relation to the National Bank 
of Commerce and to trust companies in 
which it is a large stockholder, the line 
of inquiry tending to throw light upon 
the question whether any profit accrued 
to the insurance company through the 
indirect handling of certain financial ope-

Wisdom of Trust Co. Holdings. 

Mr. Hughes argued that the life insur- 
ance company must necessarily be in any 
such venture by virtue of its ownership 
of the trust company's stock, and asked 
if the witness thought {ft prudent for fn- 
surance companies to Invest so heavily in | 
the stocks of trust companies. To this 
Mr. Cromwell replied: i 
‘When, as I said, we had a very large | 
balance of money—I am going back now 
many years—and we were keeping large 
halances for the time in banks and trust 
companies in which we had no interest, 
which were doing business large in value, 
we decided it was wise to take a large in- 
terest in these institutions.” 

Earlier in the day Mr. Hughes had spent 
considerable time in tracing the balances 
which the Mutual had carried with the 
National Bank of Commerce and some of 
its trust companies in the last few years, 
and elicited the statement that an aver- 
age balance of $7,000,000 had been main- 
tained in the Bank of Commerce this year 
and much of 1904. The witness said that 
it was considered wise to keep five or six 
millions in the Bank, of Commerce, and 
that the fluctuations of the account from

that time did you draw out or 
same balance as you had with 
money? A.—We kept it. in the 
bank. Let me add this; it is not easy often 
to lend money. I have tried sometimes .for 
two or three days to get money out on call; 
you know we don’t loan as bankers loan; we 
accept no industrial securities and no bonds or 
stocks that have failed’ in interests or divi- 
dends within five years. At the same time, I 
this general statement that we always 
want a good balance in the Bank of Com- 
merce. I told Mr. Snyder two years ago that 
we would be able to keep perhaps $5,000,000 
there, but at the same time I want to disclaim 
the fact that we keep balances solely on ac- 
count of our large ownership.

Purchase of a California Bank. 


Inquiry was made of Mr. Cromwell just 
before he left the stand in regard to the 
purchase by the Mutual of $500,000 par 
value of the stock of the Bank of Call- 


fornia in connection with the capital in- 
crease of that institution and the enlarge- 
ment of its business last Winter. It ap- 
peared from correspondence which was 
put in evidence that the purchase was 
suggested and subsequently recommended 

William Babcock, its 
President, who is also a Mutual Trustee, 
The Mutual Life in February decided to 
take $500,000 par at $350 a share, which 
was the price at wnich the stock was of- 
fered to stockholders, whereupon, accord- 
ing to correspondence, Mr. Babcock wrote 
to Vice President Granniss that inasmuch 
as the stockholders of the bank had the 
first call a purchase by the Mutual would 
mean the acquisition of rights, and he 
figured on this basis that the Mutual 
could not obtain the stock which it de- 
sired for less than $375 a share. The 
purchase was put through, Mr. Cromwell 
testifying that the life insurance compan 
got 4,000 of the 5,000 shares upon whic 
it bid at $875 a share, and was obliged to 
pay enough on the remaining thousand 
shares to bring the average price of its 
holdings up to $380.80 a share. 

**Do you know who sold the rights?” 
Mr. Hughes asked. 

*“*I do not.” 

“Was there any syndicate? ’”’ 

‘No. We bought them, having absolute 
confidence in Mr, Babcock, who Is one of 
our Trustees, and knowing that he 
would not make anything out of it under 
any circumstances. We had implicit con- 
fidence in him, and I may say that he is 
a man whose probity is recognized 
throughout California.”’ 


Jarvie Approves Syndicates. 
James M. Jarvie, a Mutual Trustee, who 
is a member ot Arbuckle Brothers, testi- 
fied that he was a Director of the Bank 
of Commerce, the Guaranty Trust, the 


Mutual Alliance Trust, and the Morton 
Trust. He is a member of the Mutual's 
Finance Committee, but not of the sub- 
committee having in charge the purchase 
of securities. Mr. Jarvie testified. that 
he approved of the Mutual’s orig ast 
in syndicates, in the first place because 
they were profitable and in: the second 
place because the company could not get 
its large lines of securities at the lowest 
market prices without them. 

When Mr. Hughes asked him if he per- 
sonally had parficipated in these syndi- 
eates he said: 

** No; but I am a member of the firm of 
Arbuckle Brothers, who are investors of 
money and for many years past have 
been in different syndicates.” 

‘I thank you for your frankness,” said 
Mr. Hughes; “I should not have thought 
of that line of inquiry otherwise. Has 
your firm been in any syndicates with 
the Mutual. 

Mr. Jarvie, remarking that he didn’t 
think that Arbuckle Brothers were under | 
question and that in any event they had 
not been influenced in any way by the 
participation, said that they 
yrobably had. Mr. Hughes got out the 

utual’ eyndicate sheets and figured out 
that Arbuckle Brothers had been in the 
Pennsylvania Railroad 3% bond syndicate 
and the Japanese 4% syndicate.

A Metropolitan Life Witness.

following that date. Mr. Dutcher said! 
that the only reason he knew why so 
large a proportion should have been taken 
from Mr. Read’s present or former firm 
was that the Metropolitan’s dealings with 
Vermilye & Co. and W. A. Read & Co. 
had been always satisfactory. Some- 
times he said the bankers acted as sell- 
ers or buyers for the Metropolitan Life on 
commission, and sometimes as vendors or 
syndicate managers. Mr. Hughes then 
went through the list of some of the 
Metropolitan Life’s syndicate participa- 
tions, including a purchase of $1,000,000

INDIANA’S AUDITOR 
CHARGED. WITH FRAUD 


Used $145,000 of State’s Money 
in Private Enterprises, 


REMOVED BY THE GOVERNOR 


Assets Turned Over by Sherrick Con- 
tain Forged Notes and Much Worth- 
lecs Stock—Has Not Been Arrested. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Sept. 14.—Gov. Hanly 
to-day demanded and received the resig- 
nation of State Auditor Sherrick, whom 
he charged with “a plain and inexcusable 
violation of the law and a gross be- 
trayal of public trust,” in that he in- 
vested funds belonging to the State in 
private affairs, to the extent of about 
$145,000. Warren Bigler of Wabash was 
named as Sherrick’s successor. Sherrick 
has not been arrested, and in his state- 
ment Gov. Hanly did not say that such 
action was contemplated. 

In a formal statement issued relative to | 
the matter the Governor says he has been | 
investigating the conditions In the Au- | 
ditor’s office since last August, having | 
received information that Sherrick had |} 
not made the July settlement for the | 
State’s funds, which had’ accumulated | 
from Jan. 1 to July 1, 1905. He imme- | 
diately asked for a settlement, which was | 
made. This amount was about $235,000. | 

In addition to this amount, the Auditor 
in his statement to the Governor admitted 


State funds paid in since’ the July set- 
amounting to $145,197.80, for 
which he filed a schedule enumerating the | 
assets he had to meet the amount. which | 
he owed the State. These items included | 
notes, stocks, and securities amounting to | 
$152,883.33, on which, according to the} 
Governor's letter, only $37,355.01 could be 
realized. } 

Of the amount in question, $51,000 was 
lent on notes given by the J. H. Murry | 
Company, lumber dealers, which notés, 
according to the statement of the Gov- 
ernor and his letter to Sherrick, were | 
forgeries so far as J. H. Murry is con- 
cerned.

TESTING COAL MINERS’ LAW. | 


Hearing to Determine Rights of b1- 
tuminous Workers in Pennsylvania. 


At a hearing in progress before a no- 
tary in the Astor House miners of bitu- | 
minous coal from eight States are giving | 
testimony to be used in a test case next | 
November in Scranton, Penn. The pur- | 
pose of the case ig to decide the constitu- 
tionality of a law passed by the Pennsyl- 
vania Legislature in 1897 for the pro- 
tection, it is said, of the anthracite coal 





The anthracite operators of Pennsylva- 
nit hope to nullify the law on the ground 
of unconstitutionality, If the law is in- 
validated the anthracite unions will lose; 
their most effective weapon in offensive 
and defensive warfare against the op- 
erators. The hearing began Wednesday. 
It will be concluded, so far as the opera- 
tors’ side is concerned, to-morrow.

Scranton are counsel in the interest of the 
Pennsylvania anthracite miners. John A, 
Jones is representing the United Mine 
Workers of America as special counsel. 
At the Waldorf-Astoria last night Mr. 
O’Brien said: 

‘In 1897 the Pennsylvania Legislature 
passed an act providing that no man could 
work in the anthracite mines as a miner 
until he had worked two years as a helper 
and had received a qualifying miner's 


certificate. | 

“You see, a mine laborer gets” about 
half the wages of a régular miner. The 
laborer does little except load the coal 
on cars, while the miner plans the dig- 
ging and digs out the coal. The law was 
passed in the interest of the unions. For 
example, if the anthracite miners should | 
all strike at any time it would be against 
the law to bring in willing workers from 
bituminous mines either within or without 


the State and put them to work, although 
we contend that a man who can mine 
bituminous coal can mine anthracite coal, 
the character of the work and the ma- 
chinery used being practically the same, 

“Therefore, the operators could not fill} 
the places of the strikers. Every man 
prought in from bituminous mines would 
have to serve two years as a laborer be- 
fore he could really dig coal. 

“In June of 1904 John Shaleen, a 
bituminous miner from Illinois, went to 
work as a miner in an anthracite mine 
without getting a certificate. His case 
was intended as a test case. He was tried 
in the criminal courts of Lackawanna 
County, convicted, and fined. His case 
was appealed to the Superior Court, and 
it is still pending. 

“The case we are now working on is a 
test case of a different kind, as it is bein 
tried in the civil courts, Last June W. J. 
Shea, a practical bituminous miner from 
Illinois, without having worked two years 
in the anthracite mines of Pennsylvania, 
got a certificate and went to work as an 
anthracite miner. He was.summoned into 
a court of equity to show cause why his 
certificate should not be taken from him. 
We are now taking testimony to be used 
in his trial, which will come up in Novem- 
ber..

LATEST CUSTOMS RULINGS. 


Sour Cream Not Dutiable as 
Milk—Other Decisions. 


In a decision by Judge Waite, the Board | 
of United States General Appraisers made 
an attempt yesterday to classify sour 
cream imported into the United States. 
W. H. Tummonds of Port Huron, Mich., 
imported cream that was separated from | 
the milk by means of a machine called a 
separator, after which it became sour and 
was in that condition imported into this | 
country. The Collector of Customs | 
thought that the prodict was dutiabie 
under the tariff provision for ‘‘ condensed 
milk,” and therefore levied duty at the | 
rate of 2 cents per pound. The board 
sustains the claim made by the importer 
for duty as a non-enumerated manufact- 
ured article, the customs court holding 
that sour cream cannot be considered 
‘condensed milk.”’ 

The board overruled for the second timc 
a protest filed by G. Gulbenkian & Co. of 
New York. The merchandise involved 
consists of several hundred bales of Bag- 
dad wool, the value of which was called 
in question by the customs authorities. 
Appraiser Whitehead advanced the invoice 
prices, and his action was later indorsed 
on appeal by a single General Appraiser 
and then by a board of three Appraisers. 
General Appraiser Hay says he sees no |

In some instances 
these medicines have been found to con- 
tain as high as 45 per cent. of alcohol, and 
there are many on the market, it is said, 
that contain 25 per cent. of alcohol. 

These medicines are said to have im- 
mense sales in prohibition communities, 
figures collected in Massachusetts recent- 
ly showing, it is stated, that one such |

Says American in Nicaraguan 
Prison Broke the Law. 


CONSUL DONALDSON’S PART) 


Wrote Disrespectful Letter to Presi- 
dent Zclaya and Wanted to 
Leave the Country. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 14.—The Minister 
of Nicaragua, Sefior L. IF’. Corea, has re- 
ceived copies of the proceedings in the 
case of William S. Albers, 
rested in March of this year and whose 
trial began before the District Court in 
QOcotal, Nicaragua, on April 7. 

He also has received full information 
regarding the question of the withdrawal 
of the exequatur of American Consul Don- 
aldson, at Managua, which occurred Aug. 
11 last, after the Consul had been charged 
with writing a far from flattering letter 
to President Zelaya of the Nicaraguan 
Republic. 

In discussing the case to-day, Minister 
Corea said: 

“Albers has resided in Nicaragua for 
some time, and has been engaged in trade, 
and among other things in the raising of 
tobacco. 

“The tobacco industry in Nicaragua is 
in the hands of a syndicate, which pays 
every year a certain sum to the Govern- 
ment and has the right to ask that all 
the private growers of tobacco shall pay 
& certain tax in return for the privilege 
of keeping their tobacco in their store- 
houses and selling it as they may wish. 
In case any one refuses to pay this tax, 
his tobacco is sold publicly, the tax is 
kept out of that amount, and the rest of 
the money is returned to the owner. 

“The copies of the legal documents 
state that Albers did have tobacco in ‘his 
possession, but he refused to pay the tax 
and comply with the law. For this reason 
about the beginning of March, the author- 
ities of Jalapa were instructed to dem ind 
the tobacco from Albers, whereupon Al- 
ters stated that any one who tried to 
collect this tax and enter his house would 
do so at his own risk. Albers began to 
arm his laborers, and at the same time 
raising the American flag on his house, 
threatened the authorities with trouble if 
anything should be done to him. 

“The authorities of Jalapa reported to 
the Tribunal at Ocotal, and Albers had a 
preliminary hearing before the tribunal 
on the 7th of April. The, tribunal ap- 
pointed T 
him to choose his own lawyer. As has 
been. stated before in dispatches to the 


State Department, his prison life was not | 


very hard and he was allowed to spend 
part of his time in his own home. 
“The hearing was still going on, when

The four schooners started in 
the contest for the prize offered for their 
class, and James B, Ford's Katrina won. 
In the early morning J. Rogers Maxwell's 
Yankee unbent her mainsail, intending to 
put on a new sail. W. Ross Proctor, on 
the Mineola, interpreting this to mean 
that Yankee would not start, set sail 
westward for home, announcing that Min- 
eola would go out of commission at once. 
W. Gould Brokaw’s Sybarita, having left 
jlast night, there was nothing for Yankee 
to sail against, and she followed Mineola’s 
course, so that none of the single-stickers 
essayed a race. 

Katrina won on her time allowance, as 
it was expected one of the smaller boats 
would do yesterday. It was not a drifting 
race with fluky winds, and offered just 
the opportunity the little fellows wanted 
with their big allowances. Katrina fin- 
ished 37 minutes and 37 seconds behind 
the leader, but her allowance gave her the 
race by 5 minutes and 55 seconds margin. 

The wind wag fresh from the same quar- 
ter as yesterday, and the same course was 
signaled. This offered a-reach to Vine- 
yar@® Sound Lightship, 17% miles. Before 
the Moats made the mark the wind had 
hauled again to the eastward, giving them 
a close haul to Hen and Chickens Light 
on the second four-mile leg. It was still

| Two companies of the Thirtieth Infantry, 
stationed at Fort Reno, Oklahoma Ter- 
ritory, were ordered to procced to Fort 
Sill by marching, and take temporary 
station, pending the arrival of the Thir- 
teenth Cavalry, to care for the public 
property. cavalry horses, &c., left at 
Fort Sill. 

The march from Fort Reno to Fort Bill 
usually takes six days, requiring the 
marching troops to make five road camps 
en route. The march was ordered hur- 
riedly, by telegram, and the commanding 
officer of the infantry column did not 
have time to make suitable preliminary 
arrangements for the march. Among 
other lacks he did not have any funds 
available for hire of camping places for 
the nightly halts.

Preliminary official registration statis- 
tics, made public yesterday by the City 
Superintendent of Schools, show that! 
“part time” is on the decrease. Only | 
67,058 children are compelled to attend 
part time classes now. Last year 81,318 
pupils were unable to get a full day’s 
schooling. 

Dr, Maxwell expresses himself as great- 
ly pleased at this decrease and says there 
will be a still further reduction within 
the next month, when it is expected near- 
ly 20,000 more sittings will be ready. 

The vcegistration in the elementary | 
schools on the opening day was 562,487, 
an increase of only 24,094 over the open- 
ing registration last year. The total reg- 
istration in high schools was 23,938, an 
increase of 1,263 over the opening day in 
1904. The total registration in the city 
was 587,558, an increase of 244,49, as com- 
pared with the corresponding day in 1904. | 

This comparatively small increase, to- 
gether with the opening of a large num- 
ber of the buildings, is said to be re- 
sponsible for the reduction in part time. 
The new buildings alone more than made | 
up for the increase, 25,40v new sittings 
being supplied by them. 

The majority of the part time pupils 
are in Brooklyn and Queens. This is ex- 
plained by the fact that the percentage 
of inerease in attendance in these two 
boroughs was greater than in the others. 
Brooklyn had 8,771 more pupils apply for 
admission this year than last. Manhat- 
tan had only 6,699. Here are the figures

HE’S WORRYING THE MACHINE 


Republicans Fear to Turn Him Down 
in View of the Recent Removal 
of Postmaster. 


Special to The New York Times. 

YONKERS, Sept. 14.~There is trouble in 
the Republican organization of Yonkers, 
all because of the interference of a 
friend of President Roosevelt, the leaders 
of the organization assert. The friend is 
William C. Beers. Up to this year Mr. 
Beers has never taken any especial inter- 
est in the politics of Yonkers. Some of 
the most influential of the Republican 
leaders declare that they never even 
heard of him until he suddenly bobbed up 
a short time ago as a candidate for the 
nomination for Mayor. 

At first the leaders of the organization 
were inclined to treat his candidacy for 
the Mayoralty nomination as a joke, Hvén 
when the rumor spread that President 
Roosevelt was interested in his success 
no particular attention was paid to him. 

Then something happened which aroused 
the party chiefs. Mr. Beers, they say, de- 
clared he would have the Republican 
Postmaster, Henry C. Osterfeld, removed 
and a friend of his appointed.

Buys Out Hollins Interest and 
Frustrates Gates’s Plans. 


FEARED SPECULATIVE DEAL 


Property, an Important Link of the 
Great Central, May Go to Three 
Big Eastern Lines. 


J. P. Morgan & Co. have bought from 
H. B. Hollins & Co. a controlling interest 
in the Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton 
Railroad, which carries with it control of 
the Pére Marquette and the Chicago, Cin- 
cinnati ahd Louisville, the three lines 
making up the Great Central system. 
This development comes as a climax to 
an attempt on the part of certain specu~ 
lative interests in Wall Street to repeat 
in Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton the 
manoeuvres carried out some years ago 


The situation brought about by the 
purchase cf the several properties merged: 
in the Great Central system, accom- 
panied, as it was, by syndicate loans and 
other financial arrangements more or less 
complicated, seemingly offered a chance 
for the acquisition of the property by 
the speculative element, and only at the 
last minute were these plans frustrated. 
It was openly said in Wall Street yester- 
day that John W. Gates and Edwin Haw- 
ley were working together to get the 
Great. Central system. with the object of 
turning it over gf a large profit to the 
Morgan .interests, which desired to get 
the property. 

Just what disposition will be made of 
the Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton by 
J. P. Morgan & Co. was not made known 
yesterday. A representative of the .Cin- 
cinnati, Hamilton and Dayton interests 
said that, so far as was known, the plans 
of the Morgan interests had not been fully 
worked out. It was said that the property 
probably would pass to the joint owner- 
ship of several of tue Eastern lines. It 
was suggested that the New York Cen~ 
tral, the Pennsylvania, and the Erie all 
might share in its ownership. 

The object of the purchase, it is said, 
was to prevent the properties falling into 
the hands of speculators, who would seek 
either to sell at a profit or disturb the 
railroad situation. The Morgan interests 
did not desire to pay a large profit to 
speculators, it was said, to get the road 
back into ‘‘safe”’ hands. That Mr. Mor- 
gan does not consider John W. Gates a 
safe man in the railroad world was clear- 
ly brought out in the testimony of Mr. 
Morgan before the Inter-State-Commerce 
Commission when the purchase of the 
Louisville and Nashville by the Atlantio 
Coast Line was under examination. 

The sale of the Great Central to the 
Gates-Hawley party was almost com- 
pleted when the decision of H. B. Hollins 
& Co. to enjoin the sale put an end to 
the negotiations. This event was fol- 
lowed immediately by the sale of the 
| property to J. P. Morgan & Co. 

Friends of the Hollins interest in the 
Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton syndi- 
| cate said efforts had been made to force 
a sale of the property, and that in thie 
course of these offorts the minority inter- 
ests manoeuvred to bring about a call for 
a further payment by the syndicate mem- 
bers, with the idea that this might prove 
embarrassing in some quarters, and that 
the purchase might be facilitated in this 
way. This move on the part of the mi- 
nority interests in the syndicate was met 
by the Hollins interests with a request 


that the whole amount of the balance due 
on syndicate subscriptions be called for 
payment on Sept. 380. 

his call was issued yesterday, and on 
Sept. 30 all sums still due by syndicate 
members will become payable. his step 
according to the view of the Hollins in- 
terests will practically release the stock 
owned by the syndicate and leave the 
holders free to dispose of it. This post- 
tion is contested by the minority interests 
in the syndicate. 

Of the 80,000 shares of Cincinnati, Ham- 
ilton & Dayton stock the syndicate origti- 
nally acquired 65,000 shares. H. B. Hol- 
lins & Co. for themselves and for others 
had a share in this syndicate, which since 
the formation of the syndicate has been 
increased by the purchase of the hold- 
ings of other syndicate members. The 
Hollins interests, it is stated by their rep- 
resentatives, now amount to 50,000 shares. 
much more than an actual majority of 
the stock, and all except 15,000 shares of 
the stock held by thé syndicate. 

That there is any actual controversy be- 
tween the majority and minority interests 
in the syndicate was denied by both sides 
yomentay. The latter, however, say that 
they will not be satisfied unless the price 
paid to the Hollins interests for the con- 
trol of the property be offered also to 
the minority interests in the syndicate. 

The minority also contends that the 
payment in full of the syndicate subscrip- 
tions on Sept. 30 will in no wise affect 
the voting trust which got control of the 
stock when the syndicate was formed. 
The minority admits, however, that un- 
der certain conditions the stock can he 
withdrawn from the voting trust. The 
fulfillment of these conditions, it was 
said, was not in itself sufficient to satis- 
fy the minority interests, but it was not 
intimated what action would be taken 
were the stock so withdrawn and the ma- 
jority disposed of without reference te 
the minority interests. 

What H. B. Hollins & Co. were in a 
position to actually deliver to J. P, Mor- 
gan-& Co. at the present time was their 
majority interest in the syndicate, which 
in turn actually owns the stock of the 
company.

CLEVELAND, Ohio, Sept. 14.—The Iron 
Trade Review to-morrow will say: 

Reports from all parts of the country 
this week are highly favorable concerning 
conditions in almost every branch of the 
fron and stee) industry. Interviews with 
prominent manufacturers in regard to the | 
effect of peace terms being agreed upon | 
by Russia and Japan, especially in the 
light of the gracious act of the Czar in 
removing the discriminating duties from 
American products, are unanimous in the 
expression that American interests, par- 
ticularly the manufacturers of machinery, 
will be much benefited. In some inter- 
views the prediction is made that the de- 
velopment of the Far East will exceed 
anything that has been imagined. The 
buying of steel rails has been continued 
at an unprecedented rate. 

The mills have now booked directly for 
1906 delivery fully 1,300,000 tons of rails 
and at least 200,000 tons ordered for this 
year will have to be carried over, making 
the immense grand total of 1,500,000 tons 
already on the books for next year.

SHE LAY IN WAIT FOR HIM 


Declares Wilson Wanted Her to Work, 
but She Couldn’t Because of 
Grief for Her Dead Baby. 


Mrs. Elizabeth Wilson shot her hus- 
jband, Edward R. Wilson, yesterday morn- 
ing when he was on his way to work. The 
bullet entered near the heart, and the 
wound ,likely will prove a mortal one. 
The husband, a compositor, working for 
the Robert R. Stillson Printing Company, 
122 Centre Street, is 20 years old. His 
wife ig a year younger. 

They were married three years ago. 
Elizabeth Ludwig was at the time a sten- 
ographer. Wilson was well regarded by 
his employers. A son was born to them, 
and the mother lost her place. Wilson 
and his wife had not been thrifty, and it 
was difficuit for them‘to gét along on his 
wages alone. The baby died in June. 

Wilson, it is said, urged his wife to go 
back to work as a stenographer, as they 
were in debt. This she declined to do, say- 
ing that it was impossible for her to work 
when she was constantly thinking of the 
dead baby. There was a violent quarrel, 
and the wife went back to ker mother’s 
home, 225 East ‘Sixty-eighth Street. 

The woman was very poor, and she ob- 
tained an order from Magistrate Breen in 
the Tombs Court four weeks ago com- 
pelling her husband to pay $4 a week for 
her support. This, it is said, he had failed to 
do. She appealed to him last week again 
and threatened to kill him if he did not 
obey the order of the court. 

For a week the woman had been loiter- 
ing about the Criminal Courts Building, 
which is near where her husband worked. 
According to some of the policemen at the 
|Tombs Court, she met her husband one 
day under the Bridge of Sighs and pleaded 
with him to ald her. The man fled from 
her. 

Early yesterday morning the woman 
went to the entrance of the printing es- 
tablishment where her husband was em- 
ployed. He was due there at § o'clock. 
Wilson was walking with a ffiend, Albert 
Hulbert of 57 Eighth Avenue. The wife 
approached her husband, reaching out her 
arms to him. He tried to pass by her, but 
she caught him and insisted that he listen 
to her. 

Wilson agreed to walk down the street 
with her. Hulbert, who had been told by

NEW SUBWAY CONTRACTS 
MAY SOON BE READY 


Rapid Transit Commission Hopes 
to Let Them About Jan. 1. 


DELAY ON BROOKLYN LINE 


The Board Grants an Extension of a 
Year on the Plea of the 


Contractors. 


Contracts for the next rapid transit 258 
Subways may be let soon after Jan. 1, 

1906, if the hopes of the Rapid Transit at 
Commission expressed at yesterday's Warren st. 
meeting are carried out. Albert B. 
Boardman, counsel to the commission, re- 
ported that he was ready to go to the 
Appellate Division of the Supreme Court 
to have consents to routes approved, and 
for permission to act in cases where con- 
sents had not been obtained, and said 
he ‘would make the application as soon 
as the courts open in October. 

The routes which will come before the 
courts include the Lexington, Third, 
Seventh, and Elghth Avenue lines In Man- 
hattan with their Bronx connections and 
also include the Brooklyn route which 
will effect connections between the 
bridges. 

Mr. Boardman said that his canvassers 
had been all along the routes of the 
proposed Subways obtaining consents of 
property owners, but that it would be 
necessary to get the authority of the 
Appellate Division becausé not enough 
property owners had signed the consents. 

President Orr said he believed that bet- 
ter canvassers should be obtained so that 
the board would have men able to explain 
the entire situation to the property 
owners. Mr. Boardman replied that such 
canvassers might be obtained, but not 
for $10 a week, which the city now is 
paying men for the work. 

A report was made to the commission 
that it was the duty of the city to restore 
the pavement of Park Avenue between 
Forty-first and Forty-second Streets, 
caused by the breaking of the water 
main there early in the Summer. The 
report declared there was no evidence 
that the break was due to negligence of 
the contractors, 

By resolution the board extended to 
Sept. 11, 1906, the time for the construc- 
tion of the Brooklyn addition to the Sub- 
way. This action was taken at the in- 
stance of the Rapid Transit Subway Con- 
struction Company, which said it was un- 
able to complete the entire work within 
the three year limit. The contract expired 
on Monday, but there was a clause giving 
the contractors a right to seek an exten- 
sion of one year. 

Borough President Haffen of the Bronx 
sent a letter, which was read at the meet- 
ing, urging the laying out of the proposed 


Jerome Avenue Subway line as far north 
as 283d Street. The commissioners said 
that the extension would be j,granted at 
the proper time. President Haffen acted 
in behalf of the Morrisiana local board. 


McADOO BLAMES THE COURTS. 


Declares They Are Fostering Pool 
rooms by Enjoining the Police. 


Police Commissioner McAdoo said yes- 
terday that the courts of this city had 
done more to foster the poolroom evil than 
any other agency. ‘He said the prime ob- 
stacle the police found blocking their way 
toward closing up these places was the 
injunctions issued by the courts, which al- 
lowed business to be carried on under 
cover of cigar stores, saloons, and clubs. 

“With these injunctions restraining me 
from doing my plain duty in the matter 
of poolrooms,”’ said Mr. McAdoo, “ my ef- 
forts are paralyzed. With every mail I 
get letters from persons asking me to 
close such and such a place. Here is a 
letter from a father who says his son is 
being ruined by visiting a poolroom, and 
I find that I am enjoined by the courts 
from interfering with it. 

“There are evidences that the police 
have been led on to make raids on places 


where they find no evidence. Then the 
man who runs the place goes to court, 
gets an injunction, and when the cus- 
tomers are properly identified the place 
can go on without fear of interruption. 
Not only is there no intention on my t 
of not giving up tne fight to put these 
places out of business, but I intend, as
